A Montana paper says Montana's cattle

The average price paid last year was $3 35, 
but there ia little prospect trinS any cattle 
will be shipped for a less advance than -75 
cants per' hundred, and the figure may 
reach Si, Figuring losses in all stock 
growing counties, including those since 
Spring has opened, the average -will not 
come to 10 per cent, which is not much 
above the usual percentage of losseg.
